The following reference is 
made to the school question in the lieuten- 
ant governor’s speech of prorogation : ‘‘Dur- 
ing the session you have been called upon by 
His Excellency the governor-general-in- 
council to pass legislation which would have 
the effect of impairing the public schools 
act of 1890 by restoring to one class in this 
province rights and privileges enjoyed by 
them. Your refusal to comply with this 
order, I have no doubt, meets with the ap- 
proval of the majority of the people of 
Manitoba. I commend your memecrial to 
His Excellency in council for its firmness 
and moderation in tone.” 


The Montreal Gazette’s Ottawa special, 
June 25th, says: ‘It seems to be gener- 
ally understood that no legislation in re- 
lation to the Hudson’s Bay railway will be 
introduced this session.

It is only right that we should 
urge upon all the people of this district to 
prove that they appreciate his sentiments. 
He has assumed a great responsibility in 
personally supervising the Territorial Ex- 
hibition. He has guaranteed that those 
who visit Regina will be enabled to learn a 
significant lesson with reference to the re- 
sources of this great northern heritage. It 
remains then for the people to finish the key- 
stone to the arch. It remains for them to 
consider how great a mistake would be 
made, were the Edmonton district to forego 
the advantages to be derived from making a 
perfect display of the country’s capabilities, 
and to establish their supremacy in agricul- 
ture, and the varied resources of farm, forest 
and stream. There should be but one feel- 
ing, namely, to strengthen Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Mackintosh’s hands in every possible 
way ; to ferego any jealousies and to work 
heartily sde by side with him in making 
the first Territorial Exhibition a great and 
suggestive success. He has told the people 
of the east to come and see, and has chal- 
lenged the inspection of the world with re- 
gard to what the people have, and can, 
accomplish. A large number of entries, a 
loyal and enthusiastic attendance, in short 
perfect success, all mean wealth to those 
who have sufficient energy and industry, and 
common-sense to properly estimate the great 
advantages which will accrue from a gener- 
ous support of the Exhibition.

A VISITOR’S VIEWS. 

W. H. Gillard, of the wholesale grocery 
firm of W. H. Gillard & Co., Hamilton, 
Ont., arrived on Monday’s train. Although 
this is Mr. Gillard’s first visit here he is no 
stranger to Edmonton, having invested 
largely in Edmonton property in 1882, and 
indeed he is still one of the largest single 
holders of property in the place. Asked as 
t» how he came to invest so heavily ina 
place that he had never seen and at that 
time was rather out of the world, Mr. 
Gillard replied that he had faith in the 
reports which he had received from traders 
and others who had visited the region and 
locality as to its fertility, climate and 
natural resources being superior to those of 
any other part of the Korthwest. He felt 
satisfied that in such a region there must be 
a great business centre, and as Edmonton 
was already established as the business 
centre of the district he had full confidence 
that as the country developed the place 
would grow also and that when railways 
were built the business and financial inter- 
ests already established would be protected. 
He tinds that the country and town more 
than realize the reports which he had heard, 
that the district is surpassingly fertile, that 
its resources of coal are unlimited and its 
gold and timber very valuable. The town 
is unequalled for beauty of situation in the 
Northwest and is the centre of trade for a 
far greater area of country than he had 
ever imagined. At present the town is full 
ef fur traders who have come hundreds of 
miles from the east, north and west to dis- 
pose of their furs and outfit with goods. He 
is surprised that a place ef such commercial 
importance should have received such scant 
consideration from the government, and 
that when a railway was being chartered it 
was allowed to stop short of the established 
business centre of such a great region, which 
was evidently done to suit personal ends 
and not in the interest of the development 
of the country. He considers that the 
rovernment have not dealt liberally or even 
Baily with the people here in not before 
now rectifying the mistake by constructing 
a railway bridge, which would connect them 
with the railway system of the country. 
Mr. Gillard leaves on to-morrow’s train for 
Calgary and the coast.
